STRACTSE, Sept. 11.—The galleries 


of Weiting Hall, where the Democratic 
Convention is held, were densely packed 
at an early hour. State Senator John 
0. Jacobs, called the convention to or- 
der, about 10 o'clock, and requested the 
persons not delegates, and occupying 
seats on the floor, to retire, that tbe del- 
egates might be seated, This request 
was followed by cries from the gallery, 
"Put out them Tammany roughs!" The 
chair requested the police to remove 
from the gallery any man who insults 
any member of this convention. 
The 


intruders upon the floor not retiring, 
the chair again appealed to them and 
said that if they would not retire, his 
only recourse was to clear the body of 
the hall, and readmit those only hold- 
ing delegates tickets. 
Delegates must 


be protected in their rights. [Ap- 
plause.] 
He saw a dozen men in front 


of him whom ho knew, aud who were 
not delegates. 


The report of the Committee on 


Credentials seated the McLaughlin del- 
egates (regarded for Robinson), from 
Brooklyn, and the Tammany delegation 
(anti-Robinson), from New York. 
The 


Irving Hall delegation (Robinson) from 
New York retired from the contest to 
avoid giving nay cause for Tammany 
Hall refusing to support the ticket. 


The temporary Chairman was made 


pe:in.inrnt Chairman of the conven- 
tion. 


Tlie platform 
was presented 
anil 


adopted. 


Nominations for Governor were now 


in order. The name of Lueius Robin- 
son was first presented by an Albany 
delegate, and was received with cheer?, 
hootings and hisses, 
while ironical 


laughter greeting the statement that 
tho Governor personally was opposed to 
a continuation of official life. A Kings 
county delegate seconded the nomina- 
tion of Robinson, saying: ''We will 
give him from 12,000 to 13,000 major- 
ity." 
(Cries from the gallery: '-You 


haven't got it, and can't give it.") 


Kings County—"Yes we have, and 


we will record it." 


A Tammany delegate 
nominated 


(Jen. Henry W. Slncum, and another 
Tammany delegate, (jen. William P. 
(Baldy) Smith, seconded the nomination. 
Gen. Slocum's name was received with 
tremendous cheering. 


Assemblyman Grady, a Tammany 


delegate, denounced Robinson, and said 
that, under no 
circumstances, 
will 


Tammany support his nomination, if 
made. 


After other speeches had been mide 


in eulogy and denuncation of Robinson, 
a delegate from Saratn;j;a, named Cowcn, 
declared himself an early and consistent 
supporter of Robinson. 
He was a Til- 


den man arid a Robinson man, but no 
man would be allowed to come between 
him and the Democratic party, arid, as 
it was perfectly apparent here that if 
Governor Robinson was rcuominatcd he 
would not be elected, ho was not for his 
renomination. 
When he had heard of 


this disagreement in New York, he had 
said that he would take the delegation 
by the throat and make them do their 
duty. 
He had said the same thing of 


the Albany delegation. 
He had be- 


come convinced that Lucius Robinson 
cannot be elected. lie said that the 
gentleman presiding here (Jacobs) would 
make a good-enough Governor for him. 
[Great cheering, long continued.] 


He then nominated John C. Jacobs 


for Governor, and the applause and 
cheering were very enthusiastic. lie 
asked the Secretary to put the question 
upon his nomination by acclamation. 
There was a great tumult and calls for 
the question, and nearly every member 
stood upon his feet swinging his hat. 
The Secretary put the question and 
there was almost a unanimous response 
of "Aye," with long continued cheering. 
The Secretary declared John C. Jacobs 
nominated for the office of Governor, 
and there was continued cheering, re- 
peated over and over, and followed by a 
scene of indescribable oonfusion, long 
continued. 


A dozen men then rose to move a 


recess, and it was a long time before 
they could be heard. 
When quiet was 


restored, Mr. Jacobs, the Chairman, 
said be regretted the Secretary had as- 
sumed the duties of the chair before he 
had authorized him to do so. If he had 
been asked concerning the nomination 
which had been made, he would have 
respectfully declined. 


Mr. Brooks insisted, as a point of 


order, that tbe chair should recognize 
the propriety of the action taken, and 
moved a recess for two hours. 


At the end of the roll call on Brooks' 


motion, the chairman announced that 
throe tallies had been kept, each differ- 
ent from the other. One tally carried 
the motion and another defeated it.— 
Under these circumstances he must or- 
der that the roll be again called. Pend- 
ing the motion, it was modified so as to 
provide for a recess of only one hour. 
Tbe roll call resulted : Yeas, 161; nays, 
217; so the motion was rejected. 


David Dudley Field took the floor 


and inquired if there was not danger 
that in their excitement and passion 
they might lose sight of their duties to 
the Democracy who were behind them. 


GOT. Robinson was his life-long friend, 
but it was indubitable that, right or 
wrong, he had lost the confidence of a 
portion of the Democracy. Let them 
unite on some man who can unite the 
party and lead them to success. 


Mr. Peckharn, of Albany, moved that 


the roll b« called, and that each dele- 
gate name his choice for governor. (Ap- 
plause.) 


The chair said if there was no objec- 


tion he would consider Pcckham's mo- 
tion adopted, and it was so declared. 


Mr. Wagstaff (Tammany) called at- 


tention to the fact that there was a 
question pending on the motion made 
just before Cowen nominated Jacobs, to 
appoint a committee to devise a plan by 
which harmony could be secured. 


Mr. Peckham moved to lay that mo- 


tion on the tabfe, and on this yeas and 
nays wers ordered. Faulkner (Robin- 


son) 
here took the chair. 


Cowen claimed that the convention 


had already nominated a candidate for 
governor, and moved that tho conven- 
tion- proceed to nominate a lieutenant 
governor. 


The chair said that the chairman had 


decided the question of the nomination 
of the governor, and lie, occupying the 
chair temporarily, would not change 
that decision. 
(Cries of ''No, no.") 


Peckham uiadc a point of order that 


the convention had already ordered the 
roll call on another motion. 


The chair corrected himself and said 


the pending motion was to lay on the 
table, which was not debatable. 


The roll was then called on motion 


to table tbe motion for a committee of 
one from each county, to be appointed 
by the chair, to consult upon the situa- 
tion and present to tho convention a 
single name for governor. 


Soon after 4 o'clock, the roll being 


called on the nomination for a candidate 
for governor, and twenty delegates hav- 
ing voted for Robinson, the Tammany 
delegates withdrew, and Robinson was 
nominated fjr governor. 


The roll call had not proceeded far 


when Augustus Schcll arose, recited the 
earnest fidelity of the city Democracy 
in all times in the past, in sunshine and 
storm, and announced that under no cir- 
cumstances would that Democracy sup- 
port Lucius Robinson, thougli they 
would the remainder of the ticket that 
should be nominated here, and that 
their representatives in this convention 
would now retire. 


The New York delegation then re- 


tired amid mingled cheers, hissings and 
hootings, and cries of "Good bye, boys," 
Good-bye, Dorsheiiner," the whole con- 
vention rising to their feet and making 
a scene of great confusion and excite- 
ment, lasting ten minutes. 


When order was restored the call of 


the roll proceeded. 


Two delegates from Cayugsi County, 


when called; declined to vote at present 
on the ground so many delegates had 
left the convention. 


Ambrose Laughlin, of 
Rochester, 


when his name was called, said his dele 
gation had been instructed lo vote (or 
the new ticket, accordingly he hail done 
his best to obey this instruction by ad- 
vocating the nomination of Mr. Slocum; 
but now, in view of the unprcce'l.'nted 
action of the New York City delegates 
in with-drawing from the d»ivcntioii to 
which they had sought im.uission, he 
would vote for Mr. Robinson.
